Tatad said they had signed a 
volunta)^ confession which 
“warned that attempts shall 
continue." 

Mrs. Marcos, 42-year-old for- 
mer beauty queen and mother 
of three, had 75 stitches in her 
hands and arms after Thurs- 
day’s attack by a bolo-wield- 
Ing man during an award cere- 
mony. The attacker was shot 
dead. 

An American medical spe- 
cialist sent by President Nixon 
to treat- Mrs. Marcos arrived 
in Manila today. Dr. Robert 
Chase of California’s Stanford 
Medical Center said he exam- 
ined Mrs. Marcos’ wounds and 
reported she was “resting 
well.” •
